HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Why 


can't American dim makers 
create the kind of film that wins 
awards for the directors of Eu» 
rope? 


It's the system, declares Rog- 


er Gorman, aging - he's 39 now 
— boy wonder of the exploita* 
tion movie. He has managed to 
stretch the system to his needs. 
But he admits that the kind of 
artistic film of Fellini, Anto 
nioni, Bergman, etc,, is virtual* 
ly impossible under the econom- 
ics of Hollywood. 


"Take a director like Fellini," 


said Gorman. "With production. 
costs being low in Italy, he can 
make a feature for $500,000. In 
addition, the Italian government 
may give him a subsidy of $300,* 
000, so the picture costs only 
$200.000 in all. 


"With that kind of an invest- 


ment, Fellini can afford to take 
chances and try far-out things. 
He knows that the film is virtu- 
ally assured of paying off." 


It's an entirely different deal 


in Hollywood, said Gorman, ad- 
ding! "You can't afford to ex- 
periment — unless you have a 
subject which In Itself is sensa- 


i tional enough to allow it," 
.' 
The producer-director feels he 


' has such a film now. It's called 
, "The Trip," and it's no FitzPa- 
trick Travelogue. The story con- 
cerns what happens to a young 
man, played by Peter Fonda, 
under the influence of LSD. 


"I'm in the midst of cutting it 


now, and it's the toughest job I 
ever had," said Gorman. "Sev- 
enty-five per cent of the picture 
concerns what Peter experi- 
ences, and it's pretty wild stuff. 
None of it makes any sense until 


it together.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Air Conditioning Hikes 
Efficiency, Cuts Fatigue

About now, many persons 


are checking their air-condi- 
tioners to make sure they are 
in working order. 


It is estimated that at least 


17 per cent of all American 
homes now have one or more 
conditioning units. Air con- 
ditioning in a primitive form 
was used 500 years ago by 
the Indians who hung wet 
blankets in their breezeways 
to cool the temperature in 
their sleeping quarters. Long 
before air-conditioning units 
were used in homes they were 
used to stabilize the temp- 
erature and moisture in such 
industries as textile, candy 
and paper manufacturing. 


Important as it is to cool 


and dehumidify the air in 
hot weather, it is essential 
that an air-conditioner permit 
adjustment of the tempera- 
ture, fan speed and direction 
of air flow to prevent blow- 
ing directly on persons in the 
room. 
In addition to the comfort 


provided by the cooling unit 
the air filter keeps out soot, 
dust, pollen 
and germs. 


Furthermore 
it has 
been 


found to i n c r e a s e the ef- 
ficiency of workers in offices 
and factories. It is a distinct 
boon to persons with asthma 
and heart disease. 
It also 


helps prevent heat rashes and 
overfatigue due to loss of 
sleep. 


About the only disadvant- 


age to air conditioning is that 
it sometimes aggravates hay 
fever. The victims of this 
disease when exposed to air 
conditioning may show an in- 
creased tendency to develop 
respiratory infections.

Sometimes a singleton 
trump lead picks up partner's 
three to the queen. This time 
it did no harm. 


South looked over dummy 


and saw that he would make 
his slam if he could discard 
his queen of hearts on dum- 
my's fourth diamond or could 
finesse successfully in hearts. 
He also saw a chance for a 
possible swindle that wouldn't 


BUGS BUNNY 


cost him either of his legiti- 
mate chances. 


He played two rounds of 


trumps and went after dia- 
monds. When the diamonds 
failed to break, he ruffed 
dummy's last diamond and 
was ready for the swindle. He 
played his queen of clubs! 


West won with the ace and 


took the bait, hook, line and 
sinker. It was obvious to 
West that South wanted a ruff 
and a discard. West led a 
heart. South said, "Thank 
you," and spread his hand. 


If West had thought like a 


declarer, or even thought at 
all, he would have counted 
South as holding six spades, 
three diamonds and four other 
cards. If the queen were his 
only club, then a ruff and dis- 
card would do him no good, 
since he would be holding 
three hearts. He could discard 
a heart from either hand and 
still have a losing heart left.

HFL Likely 
to Go With 
16 Teams

NEW 
YORK (AP) - 
When 


the new wide world of profes- 
sional football dawns in 1970 the 
old established National Foot- 
ball 
League may continue to 


operate with 16 teams and the 
American Football League with 
10 teams and no major realign- 
ment. 


Commissioner Pete Rozelle, 


who revealed Tuesday that a 
decision on admission of Cincin- 
nati as the 10th member of the 
AFL in 1968 had been delayed 
temporarily, hinted that it was 
possible that the two leagues 
would not be realigned. 


"We are committed, under 


the terms of the merger," said 
Rozelle, who acts as commis- 
sioner of both leagues, "to play 
Inter-league games in 1970. That 
does not necessarily 
mean a 


realignment and joint standings. 


"Perhaps it could be a 16-club 


NFL with four four-club divi- 
sions (as at present) and a 10- 
club AFL with two five-club di- 
visions with some games be- 
tween the two leagues. We defi- 
nitely will have a 10th team in 
the AFL by 1968." 


The future structure of pro 


football from an administrative 
viewpoint has been examined by 
a management consultant firm 
which made recommendations 
to the two leagues Tuesday. No 
firm decisions have been made. 


Eventually, 
it 
must 
be 


decided whether the NFL will 
have its own president, now that 
Rozelle is head of both leagues, 
and what his duties should be. 
The AFL has a president in Milt 
Woodard. 


Cincinnati's 
entry into the 


AFL had been expected momen- 
tarily but there was a delay to 
permit the AFL owners to ex- 
amine all aspects of the situa- 
tion from the viewpoint of pros- 
pective owners and stadium fa- 
cilities. 


No Visitors 
for Political

WASHINGTON (AP) - Some- 


body remembered those tons of 
feathers bought to stuff bedding 
for troops in Korea. So now the 
old duck down Is being plucked 
for duty in the Vietnam era. 


The Pentagon announced the 


other day a $320,000 contract for 
800,000 pounds - that's 40 tons 
— of "waterfowl feathers to be 
serviced." 


Serviced? 
That 
means, the Pentagon 


said, that the feathers are being 
removed from stockpiles to be 
processed for use in pillows and 
sleeping bags. 


Stockpiles? 
The General Services Admin- 


istration, 
a 
spokesman ex- 


plained, piled up millions of 
pounds of feathers and down 
years ago, possibly back during 
World War II, as a contingency 
stock. 


He didn't explain why but pre- 


sumably this was a safeguard 
against a duck deficit. 


Now 800,000 pounds of feath- 


ers are being withdrawn from 
GSA stocks by the Pentagon to 
be "dusted, washed and frac-

tionated before stuffing." 


Fractionated? 
That's a sort of toss*and'tufn« 


ble process which softens up the 
feathers. 


Last June the Pentagon pulled 


out of GSA piles more than 2.5 
million pounds of feathers and 
nearly 500,000 pounds of down. 


The Veterans Administration 


and the Public Health Service 
also use large quantities tot 
bedding. 


In a public auction in June 


1964 the GSA sold off more than 
700,000 pounds to private bid* 
ders. 


GSA figures indicate the gov 


ernment has had as much as 10 
million pounds of feathers and 
down lying around. 


As with bombs and missiles 


the government doesn't like to 
talk 
about 
where 
they're 


stashed. Locations of the Ware- 
houses are classified informa- 
tion. A GSA spokesman did say 
a couple of storage areas are in 
Summerville, 
N.J., 
and Me- 


chanicsburg, Pa. 


Under current policy, the GSA 


says, 
feather-and-down levels 


will be lowered to three million 
pounds. 


After that it's every duck for

his 5-year-old son, Richard Jr. 


Pearce, 36, was ranking aide 


to the 4th Army commandant, 
Lt. Gen. Thomas W. Dunn, at 
headquarters in Ft. Sam Hous* 
ton, San Antonio, Tex. Pearce 
was on a 13-day leave from the 
fort. 


The broadcast said Pearce 


sent a message to the revolu- 
tionary government. In the mes- 
sage Pearce said: "I decided to 
leave my country for conscience 
reasons. 


In a broadcast monitored at 


5:33 a.m. in Miami a news- 
caster said Pearce arrived at 
Libertad Airport near tbvana 
Sunday in the small red and 
white Cessna he bought a week 
ago in Houston. 


In Washington, State Depart- 


ment press officer Carl Barteh 
said the U.S. government was 
informed Tuesday that Pearce 
had been granted asylum. The 
information came from the Cu- 
ban government through the 
Swiss ambassador in Washing- 
ton, Bartch said. 


The United States does not 


have diplomatic relations with 
Cuba. 


Bartch said the question of 


possible legal action against 
Pearce would have to be left 
open. But he added the case is 
"different than a civilian case" 
because of Pearoe's Army stat- 
us. 


Bartch said he had no official
